Low 
mintage of just 309,000 pieces makes 1909-S one of the rarest issues of the Indian cent 
series. Robert Marks examined many 1909-S Indian cents before he found one that was

15 1913 Lincoln cent. Choice brilliant Matte Proof, Another beautiful coin. 


Gem 1873 Closed 3 Proof Two-Cent Piece 


16 1873 Two-cent piece. Closed 3. First Proof issue of this year. Gem-quality brilliant Proof; an 
uncleaned and pristine example of one of the rarest and most-desired of all 19th century 
United States Proof coins. Of exceptional interest as a “Proof-only” issue; no 1873 two-cent 
pieces were ever struck for circulation. 


17 1879 Nickel three-cent piece. Brilliant Uncirculated, and, as such, much rarer than the 
usually-seen Proofs of this date. Should leave the $37.50 Guide Book valuation far behind! 


18 1851 Silver three-cent piece. Brilliant Uncirculated. 
19 1857 Silver three-cent piece. The popular and scarce type II design (minted 1854-1858). Brilliant 


Uncirculated, sharply struck. Gem pieces such as this are rare; most 1857 silver three-cent 
pieces encountered by the cataloguer have been weakly struck.

20 1864 Silver three-cent piece. Brilliant Uncirculated. A gem striking of absolute perfection; a finer 
Uncirculated silver three-cent piece does not exist on the face of the earth. As a date 1864. is 
an extreme rarity in this grade. The Guide Book notes that 12,470 were minted; divided 
into 12,000 regular strikes and 470 Proofs. While Proofs are occasionally encountered, 
Uncirculated specimens rarely are — and possibly “they were melted or exported” (per the 
Guide Book comment on page 97 of that reference). While this 1864 silver three-cent piece 
will be far from the most expensive coin in this sale, it is certainly one of the rarest and 
most beautiful. The bid book is open; what it brings it up to you! 


Beautiful Proof 1866 Shield Nickel 


21 1866 Shield nickel. Brilliant Proof, a gem. Exceedingly rare for 1866 shield nickels were not 
struck until later in that year, by which time many 1866 Proof sets had already been 
distributed without this coin. As is the case with all 1866’s seen, the second 6 in the date is 


larger than the first — an unusual phenomenon. A beautiful specimen for the type set 
collector, as 1866 illustrates the with-rays design, a design used only in 1866 and early in 
1867.

39 1832 Dime. Frosty Uncirculated with light blue toning. Some usual weakness (for dimes of this 
era) on the feather details, due to striking — but as this is characteristic, this is often 
overlooked when cataloguing these coins. A beautiful specimen worthy of a good bid. 


40 1845 Dime. Liberty seated. Choice Uncirculated, beautiful delicate peripheral toning. Another 
prize dime. 


41 1853 Dime. Arrows at date. Seemingly undervalued (see our note under Lot 32). Uncirculated, a 
gem specimen with attractive lavender toning. 


42 1855 Dime. Arrows at date. Brilliant Uncirculated. Frosty and attractive. 


43 1859 Dime. Brilliant Uncirculated. Sharply and deeply struck. Superb. 


44 1874 Dime. Arrows at date. Brilliant Uncirculated, fully frosty and nice-appearing. Some 
bagmarks are visible under magnification. Sharply struck. A nice specimen of a very popular

This is one of the nicest 1805 
quarters ever to have come our way. The value? That is up to you. For a strictly 
Uncirculated specimen, which this one is not, we would pay over the $900 catalogue value 
— perhaps well over. It is not inconceivable that this nice AU example will sell in the $500+ 
range. We think it is worth that.

50 1818/5 Quarter dollar. Die variety Browning No. 1. Brilliant Uncirculated, with some friction on 
the higher parts. Not a gem, but nonetheless frosty and attractive — and worthy of a good 
bid.

Sales of $4 
Stellas of this design have been approaching the $10,000.00 mark — and if any 1879 flowing 
hair issue merits this valuation, this is such a coin. Historical Note: In U.S. Patterns Dr. J. 
Hewitt Judd relates the story of the $4 issues: ““The $4 gold piece was first suggested as an 
international coin by Hon. John A. Kasson, then United States minister to Austria, who had 
formerly been Chairman of the Committee of Coinage, Weights, and Measures. He thought it 
was desirable to have a gold coin approximating the value of those coins based on the metric 
system used in the European countries, such as the Austrian 8 florins, the French 20 frances, 
the Italian 20 lire, the Spanish 20 pesetas, and the Dutch 8 florins. The committee on 
coinage favored the plan and suggested that a name ‘suitable for the four-dollar coin would 
be “One Stella,’ in analogy to one eagle, both the star and the eagle being national emblems 
on our coins.’ Fifteen sets were struck from the Barber designs in 1879. These proved to be 
very popular with the Congressmen, who were each entitled to a set at the cost price at the 
Mint of approximately $6.50. Therefore, early in 1880 the Congressional Committee on 
Coinage ordered additional sets. There being no hubs to duplicate the dies, the old dies with 
the date 1879 were used to strike 400 more sets. On October 12, 1880, Mr. S.K. Harzfeld 
reported an interview with the Superintendent of the Mint, A. Louden Snowden, in which 
he stated that 150 sets [Note: the term “sets” refers to single-coin units here] of the 415 
struck were still in the vaults of the Mint. Mr. Snowden agreed to sell these to numismatists 
at $15 a set instead of melting them, if permission could be obtained from Washington. . .” 
Thus came about the 415 mintage of the 1879 flowing hair Stella.

This motif, which seems to 
precisely typify the Green Mountain State, was discontinued on later issues in favor of the 
portrait style, for it was felt that the portrait style (after the halfpennies of King George I 
and III of England) was more familiar to merchants and other citizens of the states — and 
thus portrait coins would be more readily accepted. The sun and mountains design was 
produced in several variations. The one offered in this lot, Ryder’s variety No. 2, has 
VERMONTS spelling. The presently-offered specimen is Very Fine with some planchet 
surface roughness (which is the rule, not the exception, for Vermont coinage).

1861 Confederate States of America Cent in Copper 


159 1861 Confederate States of America cent. Struck in copper. One of just 55 pieces restruck in the 
19th century by Capt. John W. Haseltine. Proof, toned an attractive red and brown. Note: 
In 1861 Bailey & Co., noted Philadelphia jewelers, received a commission to coin on 
contract one-cent pieces for the Confederate States of America. Robert Lovett, Jr., a 
prominent engraver, was selected to prepare the dies. Lovett used a classic head of Liberty 
wearing a Phrygian cap; a design which he had earlier used on a series of advertising tokens. 
The reverse depicted a symbolic grouping of Southern products: tobacco, sugar cane, two 
casks, and a bale of cotton. Lovett’s initial “L” was engraved on the cotton bale. After 
striking 12 impressions in copper-nickel Lovett became afraid of the project and, fearing 
disapproval of Union authorities, discontinued the project and hid the coins and the dies in 
his cellar. Years later Capt. Haseltine learned of the abortive coinage and acquired the dies 
and ten of the original twelve coins from Lovett. In 1874 Haseltine and an associate, J. 
Colvin Randall, restruck 74 pieces (the die having broken on the 74th impression). These 
restrikes were offered for sale via a circular which read, in part: “Philadelphia, April 2, 
1874: Having succeeded in discovering and purchasing the dies of the Confederate Cent, we, 
the undersigned, have concluded to strike for the benefit of Collectors a limited number, 
and in order to protect these gentlemen who had the nickel [copper-nickel] pieces, 
originally struck in 1861, we determined to strike none in that metal. Our intention was to 
strike five hundred in copper, but after the fifty-fifth impression [in copper] the collar 
burst and the dies were badly broken... The history of this piece is probably known to 
most collectors, but, for the information of those who are ignorant of the facts, we will 
state that the dies were made by Mr. Lovett, of Philadelphia, in 1861, who says that they 
were ordered in that year for the South, and that he struck but twelve pieces, but probably 
thinking that he might have some difficulty in reference to them, he mentioned the matter 
to no one until a few months since, when he parted with ten pieces, struck in nickel, which 
he stated were all he had, having lost two pieces. One of the said lost pieces was the means 
of the dies and pieces being traced. Although the Southern Confederacy did not adopt this 
piece, it will be always considered interesting as the only coinage designed for the said 
Confederacy ... The restrikes were struck by Peter L. Krider, No. 618 Chestnut Street, and 
we now offer them at the following prices: Gold, only seven struck, each $30; Silver, only 
12 struck, each $15.00; Copper, only 55 struck, each $4.00; Nickel, originals struck in 
1861, only four left, each $20.... Respectfully, (signed) J. Colvin Randall; John W. 
Haseltine.” Over the years the cataloguers of this sale have enjoyed handling several 
specimens of these 1861-dated issues. They are, to our way of thinking, among the most 
romantic and historical of all 19th century American coins. The presently-offered 1861 
copper piece is an old friend; it was acquired some time ago by the present owner from 


Bowers and Ruddy Galleries, Inc. 


160 1862 Brilliant Proof. Some tiny carbon spots visible under magnification. Only 550 Proofs 
struck in 1862, and of this number we doubt if more than half are extant today. The 
specimen here offered is a light golden color and is very beautiful.

1864 Small 
Motto two-cent piece. 1867 with-rays shield nickel. 1884 and 1885 trade dollars. Each of 
the foregoing was struck only in limited numbers and was not included generally as part of 
the Proof sets offered for sale. In the instance of the 1864-L, this was the last variety of 
1864, Earlier in that year 300 1864 copper-nickel Proof cents and 150 regular bronze cents 
(without L) were used to fill the cent space in the first 450 Proof sets ordered from the 
Mint. 470 copper and silver Proof sets in all were issued, so just a fortunate twenty sets — 
presumably the last 20 set orders filled that year — had the 1864-L cent. No record is extant 
of others having been sold separately, so the mintage remained at just twenty pieces. How 
many 1864-L Proof cents are known today? Don Taxay estimates that just 7 to 9 are known 
(cf. page 263 of Scott’s Comprehensive Catalogue and Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins, where 
the coin is priced at $5,500.00). When bidding on this coin, consider the following: (1) Here 
is the finest specimen we have ever handled of one of America’s most famous coins — an 
issue of which just seven to nine Proof examples are estimated to exist today. As such it 
rates as one of the most desirable of all American classics. (2) The market for prime rarities 
is very strong, and other coins of comparable rarity have fetched record prices whenever they 
have been offered. (3) The Proof 1864-L cent is part of America’s most popular coin series 

small cents — and thus is and always has been in tremendous demand. If the Proof 1864-L 
cent is on your want list, consider that an equal or finer specimen may not appear on the 
market again in your lifetime. It has taken us nearly two decades of handling millions of 
dollars worth of coins to be able to offer this specimen — and once it is sold we know where 
no duplicate can be obtained, even at a multiple of the realized price. The coin will be sold 
to the highest bidder — so what it realizes is up to you.

1888/7 Overdate. Attractive red and brown Uncirculated, with prooflike surfaces in areas. A 
variety first identified by James F. Ruddy and announced to the numismatic fraternity in 
1970 via a front-page story in Coin World, and stories in Numismatic News and other 
publications. Two specimens were originally found by James Ruddy. Both Uncirculated, 
they had been kept together, possibly since the year of issue, and were found in an old 
Virginia estate. Known specimens have a cud-like die break above TE of UNITED on the 
obverse. The 1888/7 die apparently failed early in its life, thus accounting for the rarity of 
1888/7 and the consequent fact that it had not been noticed by numismatists for a period 
of over eighty years after its production. The two discovery specimens were subsequently 
put on the market by Bowers and Ruddy Galleries, Inc. Robert Marks purchased one — the 
specimen offered here — and a prominent eastern dealer purchased the other. Despite great 
publicity given to the 1888/7 in the two years since its discovery, and despite listing and 
illustration in the Guide Book, the 1888/7 has remained an extreme rarity. To our 
knowledge there are only about a half dozen specimens known in all grades. As such it ranks 
in rarity among the rarest of U.S. coins or, more to the point, it compares favorably in rarity 
with the exceedingly rare 1817/4 half dollar (the last specimen of which we handled in 
1965) and is dozens of times rarer than the 1918/7-D nickel in all grades and several times 
rarer than the 1918/7-D in Uncirculated grade.

Exceedingly Rare Proof 1867 With Rays Nickel 


1867 With rays shield nickel. A choice Brilliant Proof specimen of this famed rarity. As was the 
case with the 1864-L Proof cent (refer to our notes under Lot 164), the 1867 with rays 
shield nickel was struck only in limited numbers and was included in only a few Proof sets 
of the year. In Scott’s Comprehensive Catalogue and Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins, 1971 
edition (cf. page 264), Don Taxay notes that only 25 1867 with rays Proof shield nickels 
were minted, and prices the coin at $4,250.00. As noted in our description of Lot 164, the 
classic Proof rarities of the 1858-1916 era are: 1864-L cent, 1864 Small Motto two-cent 
piece, 1867 with rays shield nickel, and the trade dollars of 1884 and 1885. It is indeed an 
unusual situation to be able to present two of these rarities, the 1864-L cent and the 1867 
with rays nickel, in the same sale. The Robert Marks Collection specimen represents an 
outstanding purchase opportunity.

1879/8 Overdate. Unlisted in the Guide Book. Mentioned in Scott’s Encyclopedia. A recent 
discovery, and a coin generally unknown to most numismatists. The 9/8 final digit is very 
pronounced, The upper right curve of the undertype 8 is visible within the bottom loop of 
the 9; part of the 8 digit is also visible below the 9, The specimen here offered is a beautiful 
Brilliant Proof. The existence of the 1879/8 overdate is perfectly logical: the Mint evidently 
produced dies for a regular 1878 coinage, but none materialized and only Proofs were 
issued. An unused 1878 regular-issue (i.e., non-Proof) die was given a highly polished finish 
(which also helped erase much of the undertype 8 figure) and a new last digit, 9. The 
1879/8 was then issued in Proof as part of the 3,200 1879 Proofs sold to collectors that 
year. How rare is 1879/8? We don’t know. We have had several others go through our hands, 
but have not seen others offered elsewhere. It is our estimate that more will be discovered as 
news of the 1879/8 overdate is disseminated among numismatists — and that 1879/8 will 
become a popularly-collected variety among 19th century U.S. Proof coins. It will then join 
the 1887/6 3c piece as a coin of special interest in many collections: an overdate coin in 
Proof condition.

The Celebrated Half Dime of 1802 
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294 1802 half dime. One of the pleasures of being a professional numismatist is being able to handle 
favorite coins a number of different times over the years. Such an instance is the 
presently-offered 1802 half dime. The cataloguer described this identical specimen for the 
Paramount International Coin Company in 1965 when it appeared as Lot 506 in the 
Century Sale. Now it is on the auction block again — and yet another numismatist will enjoy 
owning one of the nicest 1802 half dimes to come on the market in our lifetime. The 1965 
Century Sale description, still appropriate today, follows: 1802. Fine to Very Fine. Ex. 
George O. Walton Collection and Empire Coin Company, Inc. The cataloguers of the Walton 
Sale, Stack’s, noted that this specimen was the first to appear in their auction sales for a 
period of six years. In his 1883 monograph, A Classification of the Early Half Dimes, Harold 
P. Newlin provided the following rationale that the 1802 half dime was the most desirable 
United States silver coin: “I think it may be interesting to collectors to learn all about 
this—the most desirable piece of the American silver series. | forsee that some numismatists 
will take issue with me in the statement that the 1802 half dime is the most desirable of the 
silver series. My reason for giving it the most exalted place, I will endeavor to explain. If a 
collector were asked to name the four rarest American silver coins he would, I am sure, 
naming them in order of their denominations say: 1804 silver dollar, 1823 quarter, 1827 
quarter, and 1802 half dime. I assume that these are the rarest. The 1804 dollar has been 
restruck. The dies were not destroyed until the year 1860, and I believe the pieces were 
restruck from the dies upon two occasions a short time prior to this year. Disgraceful as the 
fact is, it is true that these pieces were restruck in the U.S. Mint by some of its employees, 
no doubt for speculation; and a restruck specimen now graces the Mint Cabinet, and is 
described in the most glowing terms to strangers, as one of the most valuable pieces in the 
collection, worth, no doubt, one thousand dollars. The custodians of the collection know 
full well that their piece is a restrike, for | am indebted to one of them for this information. 
I wonder that they allow the piece to remain, testifying as it does to the past queer doings 
of the Mint. The 1827 quarter has also been restruck. The 1823 quarter is struck from the 
altered die of the quarter of the preceding year and possesses no characteristics of its own. 
The 1802 half dime is open to none of these objections. It has never been restruck. The dies 
were made for that year and were destroyed. | have seen many dangerous counterfeits of the 
1804 dollar and 1823 quarter, but I have never seen one of the 1802 half dime. Upon these 
facts | base my opinion that the half dime of 1802 is the most desirable of the silver series.” 
Agree or disagree, as you wish, with Newlin’s assertions of many decades ago. However, the 
fact remains that the 1802 half dime certainly is one of the rarest American coins. Probably 
because it is so rare little publicity has been given to this coin in the past...” The beautiful 
Century Sale 1802 half dime offered here represents an outstanding opportunity to acquire 
one of America’s most desired rarities.

The combination of this obverse with a Proof reverse die, something that would have been 
unnecessary for regular coinage (that is, coinage for circulation) purposes leads us to believe 
that once the beautiful strikings from the obverse were seen, a Proof reverse die was 
combined with it — and the resultant coins were used as presentation pieces. This, of course, 
is conjecture — for the actual story will never be known. However, the coin speaks for itself: 
it is a fantastic-appearing coin; a gem. Here is a classic offering which will forever be 
remembered in the annals of half dollar history and specialization. We have never seen the 
equal of this coin, and once it is sold, we doubt if we ever will again. This may truly be a 
once in a lifetime opportunity.

UNITED STATES COMMEMORATIVE COINS 


The following nearly two dozen lots comprise commemorative coins from the Robert Marks 
Collection. Mr. Marks, ever seeking gem-quality pieces and rarities, obtained a number of 
commemorative coins with prooflike surfaces and others in Proof condition. While the existence of 
certain commemorative coins in Proof condition is documented (50 sandblast Proofs were made of the 
1928 Hawaiian, for instance), the issuance of other Proofs is not mentioned in available reference 
books. And yet other Proofs were certainly issued. Refer for instance to Lot 1123 of our May, 1972 
sale (Armand Champa Collection) in which a Proof 1903 Louisiana Purchase McKinley gold dollar was 
accompanied by a U.S. Mint certificate stating that the Proof was “one of the first one hundred 
impressions from the McKinley dies.”’ This document was signed by the Chief Coiner of the Mint and 
by John Landis, Mint Superintendent. Other pieces considered to be Proofs by leading cataloguers 
have appeared on the market from time to time (the 1926 Sesquicentennial half dollar in Matte Proof 
condition in the R.E. Cox, Jr. Collection being an example). ae Day: 

On page 183 of Don Taxay’s “Scott’s Comprehensive Catalogue and Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins” it 
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is stated that “Other Matte Proofs [not recorded elsewhere] include the 1921-1922 Peace dollars and 
many commemorative issues.” Realizing that a listing of all known Matte Proofs found among “many 
commemorative issues” has never been published and that opinions differ regarding the existence of 
many of these, the following Special Notice is made with regard to these issues:

For this reason the following exception to our usual Terms of Sale 
will be made concerning these “Proof” commemorative coins only: As is the case with any Lot in the 
sale, the cataloguers encourage prospective bidders to examine the coins before bidding. Notwith- 
standing that and other provisions of our Terms of Sale, the American Auction Association, acting as 
agent for the owner (Robert Marks), agrees to refund any monies paid or rescind any obligation 
occurred if the purchaser returns any one of these “Proof” issues within three weeks of the sale date

The letter read in part: “If the 
metal is found to be pure gold, as I doubt not it will be, I request you to reserve enough of 
it for two medals ordered by Congress and not yet completed, and the remainder, with the 
exception of one or two small bars, I wish to have coined and sent with the bars to this 
department, As many may wish to procure specimens of coin made of California gold, by 
exchanging other coin for it, I would suggest that it be made into quarter eagles with a 
distinguishing mark on each.” (signed) W.L. Marcy. The distinguishing mark was, of course, 
“CAL.” above the eagle on the reverse. Thus one of America’s most famous gold rarities was 
created.

1038 1880 $4 Gold Stella. Flowing hair variety. A perfect gem specimen. The Guide Book notes that 


just fifteen specimens of the 1880 flowing hair $4 Stella were struck. The presently-offered 
specimen is a perfect gem of unexcellable quality. It traces its pedigree to the celebrated 
collection of William H. Woodin, former Secretary of the Treasury and, earlier, co-author 
(with Edgar H. Adams) of United States Pattern, Experimental, and Trial Pieces published 
by the American Numismatic Society in 1913. Here is one of America’s most famous gold 
coin rarities..Add to that status the quality of the coin — a perfect gem Proof — and its 
pedigree and you have a numismatic landmark. We would not be surprised to see this coin 
sell for over $20,000.00. Certainly no finer 1880 flowing hair $4 Stella could exist.

1854-O Sharp and beautiful AU. One of the finest known examples of this prime rarity. Only 
3,250 1854-0 double eagles were minted, and of that number fewer than a dozen are 
estimated to exist. Don Taxay estimates that 7 to 9 are known in his Scott’s Comprehensive 
Catalogue and Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins. Far rarer than 1870-CC, specimens of which 
have broken the $10,000 mark on more than one occasion. The presently-offered 1854-O 
represents an opportunity of inestimable importance for the gold specialist.

We expect this beautiful and 
extremely rare coin, by far the finest 1860 Clark, Gruber $5 that has come to our attention 
in a long time, to set a new record price.

1064 1860 Clark, Gruber & Co. $10 gold. The attractive design featuring a representation of Pikes 
Peak on the obverse. Brilliant Uncirculated, sharply struck and fully lustrous. Some handling 
marks visible with a glass. For an 1860 Clark, Gruber $10 this coin is really outstanding — as 
the specialist will appreciate. Extremely rare. 


Superb 1851 Augustus Humbert $50 “Slug” 


1065 1851 Augustus Humbert $50 gold “slug.” 887 THOUS. variety; “target” reverse. This specimen 
was lot 1523 of the May, 1966 Kreisberg-Schulman Waldorf Auction and was described as 
“A MAGNIFICENT SPECIMEN WITH PROOF SURFACE!” and “Probably a presentation 
piece made for Augustus Humbert.” The coin is Uncirculated, much above average in 
sharpness of striking, and has a prooflike surface, as noted. In 1966 this coin sold for 


$6,500.00. We estimate that this gem will bring much more today; possibly in the $10,000 
to $15,000 range. 


Attractive 1852 U.S. Assay Office $50 “Slug” 


1066 1852 United States Assay Office of Gold, San Francisco, California, $50 gold “‘slug.’’ 887 
THOUS. variety. “Target” reverse. Extremely Fine, some surface handling marks as nearly 
always seen on these massive and heavy coins; however, edge bruises (also frequently seen 
on other coins) are absent. An attractive specimen of a very romantic coin. ;

The following pattern coins are attributed to “United States Patterns” by Dr. J. Hewitt Judd. The 
selection offered includes a number of interesting and historically significant transitional coins as well 
as other pieces of importance. ; 


1067 1858 Pattern cent. J-213. Transitional issue. Obverse with Indian design as adopted in 1859. 
Reverse with corn and tobacco wreath as used on regular-issue flying eagle cents of this 
year. Toned Proof. Some light surface marks. 


1068 1859 Pattern cent. J-228. With regular-issue Indian obverse of the year. Reverse with oak 
wreath and shield as adopted the following year, 1860. Brilliant Uncirculated, an unusual 
grade for a pattern coin, for most patterns were issued as Proofs. J-228 is considered by 
some authorities (e.g., the late Wayte Raymond in his Standard Catalogue and Don Taxay in 
Scott’s Comprehensive Catalogue and Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins [p.74]) to be a part of 
the regular issue series. Indeed, the relatively large mintage (c.1000 pieces) and the fact that 
they were issued in Uncirculated grade gives support to this contention. 


1069 1863 Pattern cent. J-299. Transitional issue. Bronze cent struck from regular 1863 cent dies, 
but on a thin bronze planchet of the type regularly used from 1864 onward. The forerunner 
of the bronze cent format which has been used from 1864 to the present day. A very 
interesting and historically significant issue. In the early 1860's some foreign mints, notably 
those in France and England, began using bronze alloy to produce denominations which 
were earlier struck on heavy copper planchets. The prevailing feeling in the U.S., at least 
among those who were influential in the passage of coinage laws, was that the bronze metal 
would not be accepted. The Philadelphia Mint’s proposal to use a bronze alloy and thin 
planchets was turned down. In 1863 a severe shortage of small change was felt in America as 
citizens hoarded all available “hard money” during this touch-and-go year of the Civil War. 
To fill the need for small change and, probably more important, to make a profit many 
enterprising individuals issued tokens — the pieces known as Civil War “cents” or merchants’ 
tokens. These tokens were, for the most part, struck on thin bronze planchets. The ready 
acceptance of these thin bronze coins was quickly noted by Mint officials — and led to 
experimentation in this direction — and the production of the presently-offered transitional 
piece. Brilliant Proof. 


1070 1863 Pattern cent. J-299. Duplicate of preceding. Brilliant Proof, minor edge marks. 


1071 1863 Pattern cent. Unlisted variety. Similar to J-299 but on a very thick bronze planchet. J-299 
was specifically issued to test the format of thin bronze planchets, whereas the 
presently-offered coin weighs 74 grains (by comparison J-299 weighs 48 grains.). Indicative 
that this new variety, which we will designate as J-299A, was struck about the same time as 
J-299 is the fact that J-299A has the dies aligned in the same direction (obverse and reverse 
are normally 180 degrees apart on regular issues — such as 1863 copper-nickel cents, both 
business strikes and Proofs, made this year). Brilliant Proof. An important find for the 
pattern cent collector. We cannot recall having ever seen or owned another J-299A. 


1072 1865 Pattern cent. J-404, Regular dies struck on a thin copper-nickel planchet. Brilliant Proof, 
some carbon flecks. Mr. Marks’ notes reveal that this specimen was earlier in the William H. 


Woodin, Col. E.H.R. Green, and J.M. Wade collections. 
Extremely Important 1865 Transitional Shield Nickel 


1073 1865 Pattern 5c. J-416. The extremely important and highly-desired transitional coin of the 
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shield nickel design. Obverse and reverse are identical to a regular-issue 1866 with-rays shield 
nickel in all respects except the date. Brilliant Proof. Struck on a nickel-alloy planchet. The 
appeal of owning an “1865 shield nickel” is quite interesting. It was Mr. Marks’ ambition to 
make his collection interesting as well as complete in the various series — and the addition of 
transitional issues such as this accomplished the desired result. 


Rare 1866 Without-Rays Shield Nickel 


1074 1866 Pattern 5c. J-507. An interesting and very important transitional issue: an 1866 
without-rays nickel identical in every respect to an 1867 without-rays nickel (Note: 1867 is 
the year in which the without-rays design was adopted) in all respects except the date. 
Brilliant Proof struck in nickel-alloy. Another one of Mr. Marks’ favorite coins. 


A Second 1866 Without-Rays Shield Nickel 

1075 1866 Pattern 5c. J-507. Duplicate of preceding lot and, like it, a beautiful Brilliant Proof 
specimen. Only rarely does the opportunity to acquire one specimen of J-507 occur. The 
opportunity to bid on two is remarkable. Note: Transitional coins make up one of the most 
interesting series among patterns. Certain transitional issues have been adopted into the 
regular series by tradition. The 1856 flying eagle cent, half dimes and dimes of 1859-1860, 
and the 1836 reeded-edge half dollar are examples. Other transitionals, equally rare and 
equally deserving of importance, are not listed in the Guide Book and, consequently, sell for 
less. If, for instance, J-507 were listed among regular issues in standard references the price 
would be $5000 or more, based upon what other items of comparable rarity sell for. 


1882 Liberty Nickel 
1076 1882 Pattern 5c. J-1690. The famed “1882 Liberty nickel.” This coin is identical in every way 
to a regular 1883 Liberty nickel without CENTS except for the 1882 date! A very, very 
popular coin — and a coin which is a lot of “fun” to own. One of these coins, reposing in 
solitary splendor in an exhibit case, took a prize at the Central States Numismatic Society 
convention a few years ago. Attractive Proof; lightly toned surfaces. 


Another Rare 1882 Liberty Nickel 


1077 1882 Pattern 5c. J-1690. Good things must come in pairs, or so it would seem from this 
offering! Here is another beautiful example of the highly-desired 1882 Liberty nickel. 
Brilliant Proof. Note: It is interesting to observe that the reverse die used to coin J-1690 was 
also used to strike some (but not all) of the 6,783 Proof 1883 without-CENTS nickels the 
following year. This die can be identified easily by noticing that the S in PLURIBUS has a 
trace of an earlier S in the field to the right. 


1078 1859 Pattern half dollar. J-237. Obverse with Longacre’s Liberty head. Reverse with HALF 
DOLLAR within “cereal wreath” of cotton, tobacco, sugar cane, wheat, and oak leaves. 
Silver, reeded edge. Attractively toned Proof. Beautiful! 


1079 1859 Pattern half dollar. J-239. Longacre’s obverse as preceding. Reverse with ¥% DOLLAR 
within cereal wreath, Silver, reeded edge. Proof with beautiful iridescent toning.

d sculptor A.A. Weinman. Liberty walking 
design. Related to regular-issue half dollars of this year, but with many important 
differences: the legends on J-1797 are arranged differently. LIBERTY appears in the right 
obverse field. On the reverse HALF DOLLAR and E PLURIBUS UNUM are in different 
positions. Rarity 8; one of just two or three known specimens. Superior to the Scott and 
Judd plate coins; the presently-offered example is Uncirculated with a matte surface as is 
characteristic of coins of this year. This is the first specimen of J-1797 we have ever offered 
for sale. It would not surprise us to see this coin break the $5000 mark. 20th century 
pattern coins are rarely offered for sale. 


A Second Variety of Important 1916 Pattern Half Dollar 


1081 1916 Pattern half dollar. J-1798. Somewhat similar to the regular Liberty walking issue, but 
with many important differences. The figure of Liberty is smaller. IN GOD WE TRUST 
legend is placed lower on the obverse. The reverse legends of E PLURIBUS UNUM and 
HALF DOLLAR are in different positions. Rarity 8; the present coin is one of just two or 
three known. Superior to the Scott and Judd plate coins. Brilliant Uncirculated, matte-like 
surface. Probably a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity for the pattern specialist. The importance 
and rarity of this and the preceding lot cannot be overemphasized. 


Unlisted 1876 Pattern Dollar 


1082 1876 Pattern silver dollar. Unlisted. Similar to J-1458, but the presently-offered coin has a 
reeded edge (acquired at the time of striking at the mint), and J-1458 has a plain edge. We 
have designated this unlisted variety as J-1458A. The obverse portrays Liberty wearing a 
coronet or tiara. The field is plain (without stars). The reverse has UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA and E PLURIBUS UNUM around the periphery and, within an ornate wreath, 
ONE DOLLAR. Struck in copper. 1876 dollars of this design are of extreme rarity. Both 
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1457 and 1458 are listed as R-8 (just two or three known) by Dr. Judd. J-1457 has the 
amplified notation “Two known” and is priced at $5000. We have never seen another 
example of the unlisted J-1458A piece we offer here and presume that it also is R-8. 
Possibly it is unique. As a pattern for a silver dollar, as a coin from the 1876 Centennial 
year, and as an unlisted issue the present coin is one of the most important offerings in this 
sale. Here is what may be the only chance you will ever have to own this coin, an 
attractively toned Proof, in your lifetime. 


1083 1879 Pattern silver dollar. J-1617. Pattern metric dollar. Original; weight 386 grains. Brilliant 
Proof, some minor hairlines. Unpriced in the Judd reference. 


1084 1879 Pattern silver dollar. J-1626. Goloid metric dollar issue. Original, struck in goloid metal. 
Weight: 216 grains. One of the most important patterns of this era — and one of the series 
relating to worldwide currency conversion (the $4 gold Stella with similar legends [e.g., 
“Deo Est Gloria” = God is Glorious] is another illustrious pattern from this same series and 
era). Original goloid metric dollars struck in goloid are rare. Attractively toned Proof. 
Unpriced in the Judd book.

The actual coin in this lot is not illustrated as it did not arrive in our 
offices in time to be photographed before the catalogue went to press. 


1085 1877 Pattern $50 gold. J-1549. $50 or “Quintuple Eagle,” J-1549. A massive coin with general 
legends and devices somewhat similar to $20 gold coins of this era. Struck in copper; reeded 
edge. Lovely iridescent Proof. Dr. Judd notes that the coin is Rarity 8 (just 2 or 3 known), 
One of these is impounded in the Smithsonian Institution. The planned striking of regular 
$50 gold coins in 1877 was abandoned when it was proven that coins of this thickness and 
large size could be altered more easily than the smaller and_ thinner pieces. The 
Adams-Woodin pattern reference states (on page 151): “In this year [1877] were struck at 
the mint two of the rarest and most interesting pattern coins of the whole series. They were 
of a denomination higher than any coin of regular issue, being of fifty dollars value, and are 
regarded by all collectors as the most desirable coins ever issued at the United States Mint. 
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The 1877 $50 issues were inspired by the large and impressive $50 gold “slugs” which 
circulated in California a decade or two earlier. Senator Gwin of California in 1854 
presented a bill to Congress to coin $100, $50, and $25 gold pieces to be called the 
“Union,” “Half Union,” and “Quarter Union,” and noted that “the ‘Half Union’ ($50) 
should only be struck for the present.” Why it took until 1877 for this “Half Union” to be 
produced would be a good subject for research, Perhaps in 1877 a general awakening of 
interest in art and beauty of coin design (as evidenced by the spectacular series of 1877 
pattern half dollars of many different artistic designs) prompted mint officials to re-evaluate 
this earlier proposal. Edgar H. Adams and William H. Woodin devote 3% pages of their book 
to these 1877 $50 gold pieces; more background information than is given to any other 
issue! The two specimens struck in gold sold at $10,000.00 each in 1910 — by far the 
highest price ever paid for a coin up to that time. These were traded to the United States 
government by Woodin (who later became Secretary of the Treasury) for some “trunks full 
of patterns” of earlier dates — a treasure trove which became the origin of most of the 
pattern coins now in the hands of collectors. It is estimated that these patterns today would 
have an aggregate value of many millions of dollars. If one of the two gold coins (each of 
which is permanently impounded in the Smithsonian Institution) were available to 
collectors, we believe it would sell for more than $150,000.00. We believe that this copper 
specimen, as the “most wanted pattern,” might now have a value of between $20,000 and 


$25,000.

We believe the price for this 
UNIQUE PIONEER GOLD piece will now exceed $35,000.00.” 1965 is “ancient history” 
as far as many coin prices are concerned, so undoubtedly the $28,750.00 realized by this 
coin in 1965 will be exceeded by a good margin.
